Of all the question before the present 


CoDgreus the tariff and silver coinage 
are decidedly of the most jvital mo- 
ment. 
Whether the 'vast industrial 


masses of the country shall be planned 
into the degradation whose deplhs the 
European artisan and hxbo.'er have 
long since reached, or whether they 
shall continue to be, as they have been, 
the best paid and most intelligent of 
workmen, is the problem to be solved. 
In magnitude and importance the ques- 
tion overshadows all others. It requires 
Statesmanship to deal with it propeily, 
not unintelligent, ignorant demttgog- 
uery. A little practical common sense 
in thia matter wsll bring order out of 
chaos andjprevent that hitherto unset- 
tled condition of affaira -whose legiti- 
mate frnit is bard times, depressed 
states of the market, suites and general 
dissatisfaction. 


The ordinary idea of a tfu'iff la the 


collection of duties upon anicles of im- 
port for the purpose of paying the ex- 
penses of a Government. It is tbis, but 
it is also something .more in this coun- 
try. 
The prevailing politico! economy 


ideas of Europe, except so far as they 
are general principles, have no applica- 
tion to America. Oar countt-y is a con- 
tinent in itself, producing everything 
that can conduce to man's comfort and 
luxury, except coffee. 
The conditions 


of life io the United States have hereto- 
fore been quite different fiom those 
juling in Euiope. The law of compe 
tition 13 an 
omm-p'evaleM one — Ihe 


vary essence of the doctrine of the sur- 
vival of the fittest, being, as it is, a 
struggle fo.1 existence. Now thia law ot 
oompetition will make vis »H buy in ihe 
cheapest markot. All other things being 
equal, he who pays the least for his 
labor can sell the goods he creates at a 
less price than he -who pays move for 
his labor. This'is a fact at once estab- 
lished by the stoppage of iron ship- 
building in this counli.y. Hence high- 
paid labor cannot compete vrith low 
priced labor, and therefore the inuus- 
4rial system that employs the former 
must be protected .against the under- 
selling of the latter. This protection 
can only corne through the imposition 
of such duties us will inaka the lower- 
prioed labor unable to furnish goods at 
the same price ns the better-paid work- 
manship. 


All this, of course, aie truisms—fa- 


miliar to everybody. 11 boema neces- 
sary, however, to repeat them again am 
again. The opponents of protection 
insist that if we break down all bsrrisrs 
to this competition and let ia th» pro- 
daots of European pauper labor to com- 
pete with our wo-kmen, theu tne prices 
of such aitieles will go down, but the 
wages of our laborers will go up. 
So 


monstroud a paradox needs only to be 
clearly pnt in order that its utter falsity 
shall ba seen. That the Fr«« Traders 
do not believe it is evident from the 
fa»t that they oppose the importation o 
Chinese cheap labor. If the products 
of cheap labor, allowed to freely com- 
pete with our own, will redound to the 
benefit of all the country, it certainly 
does not make any difference whether 
that cheap labor is employed hero or 
abroad. In fact, it would be baiter to 


* employ it on our own soil, for by saving 


the cost of foreign transportation such 
products would sell still cheaper and so 
much mure enhance the prosperity o: 
our people. In fact, to pursue the reas- 
oning to its extreme but legitimate end 
if foreign rations could be induced 'o 
send us their products and give them 
away fiee of cbaige, then our factories 
would ba 
doabled, 
all oar work 


ingmen employed and their weges many 
(old increased. This, of course, is ut 
terly absurd, but as it ia a legitimate 
result of free trade reasoning, the free 
ttade reasoning in itself is absnred.
